Efforts of C. 8. Lehman in) Check Writer Will 


Stopping Truck May Be 
Recognized 





BAWYER STARTS PLAN 


Rock-Laden Truck Driven by 
Sam Rowe Goes Wild and 
Miraculously Stopped 





Bravery displayed by C. S. Leh- 
man, Upland police officer, in stop- 
ping an wuncontrolable, speeding, 
rock-filled truck on Euclid avenue 
Sunday afternoon, will bring to’ the 
focal man a medal of honor, if ef- 
forts of fellow policemen and 
townspeople are realized. 

Chief of Police J. F. Sawyer said 
‘today he considers Lehman's act 
as one of the bravest any man is 
called upon to do and easily equals 
‘the fortitude shown by other per- 
sons who have received national 
recognition. 

Believing in placing honor where 
honor is due, Chief Sawyer was 
preparing to bring Lehman’s act 
to the proper authorities in, the 
hope he would receive a fitting re- 
cognition. For the attention of 
the public, Chief Sawyer pointed 
out that Mr. Lehman went far be- 
yond his duty and risked his life 
to stop the truck guided by Sam 
Rowe through the heavy Sunday 
traffic. Mr. Lehman’s machine 
was damaged and it was received 
in such a way that it does not come 
under the requirements of the in- 
surance policy. 


Mr. Rowe Tells of 


Narrow Escape 


Guiding a heavy, rock-laden, 
wild truck down Euclid avenue, 
with his two small sons beside him 
on the driver’s seat, and seeing 
ahead almost an endless line of 
ears on Foothill boulevard cross- 
ing Euclid avenue made an indel- 
ible impression on the mind of 
Sam B. Rowe, Euclid avenue resi- 
dent and Cucamonga businessman. 
At Foothill the uncontrolled ma- 
chine was going about 40 miles 
an hour. 

“J will also always remember 
what C. S. Lehman did,’’ Mr. Rowe 
said this morning. 

Stationed at Foothill and Euc- 
lid to keep an eye on the throng 
of speeding machines, Mr. Leh- 
man saw the truck approaching in 
a-wild, reckless fashion. He real- 
ized the driver was having trouble 
and his prompt action and his un- 
canny ability to drive his high- 
powered white-painted Packard 
saved the three truck occupants 
and other motorists from possible 
death. 

“Tt had loaded the truck with 
some rock, more than a ton, at my 
place and started down the ave- 
nue,” Mr. Rowe related. “Soon af- 
ter I turned onto the avenue, the 
special gear shift mechanism went 
out of operation. The brake would 
not work and there was nothing I 
could do. 

“The machine kept going faster 
and just ahead of us were several 
cars on Euclid waiting their chance 
to cross Foothill.” 

The heavy load added momen- 
tum as the machine sped down the 
avenue’s decline. Fate was with 
him at Foothill. A few seconds 
in time separated two machines 
crossing the busy intersection and 
just when the plunging truck 
sped across. 

Without a thought as to his own 
safety, Mr. Lehman raced after 
the truck. Going 60 miles an hour, 
the white patrol car caught up 
with Mr. Rowe, frantically trying 
to stop the machine and control- 
ling his older son, Sammie, 6, who 
realized something of the dreadful 
danger. 

Harry Plum was with Lehman 
and ag the officer sped ahead, Mr. 
Plum, through signs and his voice 
indicated to the father what was 
going to be done. 

Speeding ahead and getting in 
direct path of the truck, Lehman 
displayed remarkable ability and 
bravery. The patrol car was 
slowed down slightly and the 
truck’s front wheels struck. His 
car was shoved ahead, but again 
Lehman made contact with the 
human and rock cargo, this time 
to remain there, and gradually the 
brakes were applied. 

From Foothill down and across 
Tenth street the truck had sped 
before Lehman could begin the 
reacue. After the contact was 
made and the brakes applied, the 
patrol car was pushed midway be- 
tween Ninth street and the Santa
